MARCH 14, 2000

(z4) Interest -Long Term Debt - Dale Rook moved that the Town raise and 
appropriate $4,087. The motion was seconded by Bill Caterino and voted upon in the 
affirmative. 


(z5) Interest-Tax Anticipation Notes - Bill Caterino moved that the Town raise 
and appropriate $2,000. The motion was seconded by Larry Dingee and voted upon in the 
affirmative. 


(z6) Public Library Fund - Maurie Hodgeman moved that the Town raise and 
appropriate $10,095. The motion was seconded by Bernice Johnson and voted upon in the 
affirmative. 


(z7) County Tax - Cheston Newbold moved that the Town raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount. The motion was seconded by Helen Lovell and voted upon in 
the affirmative. 


Article 4: Chuck Sullivan moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 
to be placed in the Conservation Commission Fund. The motion was seconded by Caroline 
Storrs and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 5: Buz Lord moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000 to 
be placed in the Highway Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. The motion was seconded 
by Maurie Hodgeman and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 6: Dale Rook moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000 to 
be placed in the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund. The motion was seconded by Bernie 
Johnson and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 7: Will Reed moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 to 
be placed in the Police Department New Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund. The motion was 
seconded by Dale Rook and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 8: | Bernie Johnson moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 


$10,000 to be placed in the Appraisal Capital Reserve Fund. The motion was seconded by Alan 
Penfold and voted on in the affirmative. 
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Article 9: Fred Sullivan moved the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to 
be placed in the Town Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. The motion was seconded by Dale Rook 
and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 10: Chuck Sullivan moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$309,670 for the maintenance of Class V Highways and Bridges, and snow removal from town 
buildings and school grounds. The sum of $223,634 shall be raised by taxes for the maintenance 
of Class V Highways and Bridges (and above-mentioned snow removal), and the balance of 
$86,036 to be received from the State as Highway Block Grant Funds for special maintenance 
projects on Class V Highways and Bridges. Jim Strout seconded the motion. Alan Penfold 
made a motion to amend the amount of $309,670 to $315,470 for the maintenance of Class V 
Highways and Bridges and snow removal from town buildings and school grounds. The sum of 
$223,634 to be increased to $229,434. to be raised for the maintenance of Class V highways and 
Bridges (and above mentioned snow removal). The sum of $86,036 to remain the same. This 
increase of $5,800 is the required amount to lower the Highway Department employees share of 
health insurance costs from 40% to 20% . The motion was seconded by Larry Dingee and voted 
on in the affirmative. 


Article 11: Dale Nicholas moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of up to 
$26,000 for the purchase of a new police cruiser and to authorize the withdrawal of up to 
$19,000 from the New Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund established for this purpose. The 
remaining balance to be derived by the sale or trade of the existing police cruiser. The motion 
was seconded by Chuck Sullivan and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 12: Dale Nicholas moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,200 for replacement of the culvert running from Fuller Pond across_ school 
property/fairgrounds to North Parsonage Road. The motion was seconded by Maurie 
Hodgeman. Caroline Storrs made a motion that the Selectmen pursue looking into funding at 
State and Federal levels for $6200. No portion of funds to be expended before this investigation 
which will end on June 1, 2000 and also allow the Selectmen to expend such sums if received. 
The motion was seconded by Sally Wellborn and voted on in the negative. The main motion was 
then voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 13: | Dale Rook moved that the Town raise and appropriate up to the sum of 
$25,000 to make improvements in the Town Forest and to authorize the expenditure of gifts, 
grants or proceeds of a timber harvest for this purpose. Any additional revenues from the timber 
harvest shall be placed in the Town Forest Maintenance Fund RSA 31:113. No part of this 
appropriation will come from tax dollars. The motion was seconded by Maurie Hodgeman. 
Sally Wellborn made a motion that no timber harvest be made before an appropriate forest 
management plan was made and that plan to be acted upon at a Town meeting. The motion was 
seconded by Jim Strout and voted on in the negative. There was discussion regarding a timber 
harvest and it was a sense of the meeting that a harvest was not wanted by the Townspeople but 
also not a total restriction of tree cutting in case of a hurricane or if maintenance of the trails 
required tree removal. The main motion was then voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 14: | Jim Strout moved that the Town establish a Library Capital Reserve Fund 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be placed in said fund. The Library Trustees 
would handle these funds and in order to expend said funds a warrant article would need to be 
acted upon at a Town Meeting. Concerns regarding making the Library handicap accessible was 
discussed as a future use of these funds. Kathy Patterson seconded the motion and it was voted 
on in the affirmative. 
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Article 15: | Ruth Rollins moved that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of up to 
$18,000 for the purchase of a property assessment statistical update and to authorize the 
withdrawal of said sum from the Appraisal Capital Reserve Fund established for this purpose. 
Larry Dingee seconded the motion and it was voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 16. | Mary Boyle moved that the Town vote to adopt the following: 


The Citizens of Cornish, New Hampshire call upon the US government and governments 
of all nuclear weapons states to secure on an urgent basis a nuclear weapons abolition treaty. 
The treaty must include an early timetable for the elimination of nuclear weapons in a manner 
that is mutual and verifiable among all nations. 


We further urge our state senators and representatives to introduce a resolution to this 
effect and send it on to the New Hampshire Congressional delegation for immediate action. The 
motion was seconded by Maurie Hodgeman and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 17. Dan Poor moved that the Town vote to instruct the Moderator to appoint a 
Town Administration Study Committee of at least three (3) but no more than seven (7) members 
to study alternative ways to administer the Town's business and to report back at the 2001 
Cornish Town Meeting, said report to be printed in the Town Report for that meeting. The 
motion was seconded by Carolyn Storrs. A hand vote was done and the results were: Yes=37 
No=41. Moderator Burling declared the vote to be in the negative. 


Article 18: | Bernice Johnson moved that the Town vote to authorize the prepayment of 
taxes and to permit the Tax Collector to accept prepayment of taxes as authorized under RSA 
80:52a. The motion was seconded by Bill Caterino and voted on in the affirmative. 


Article 19: | Ruth Rollins voted to accept the reports of Officers, Agents, Auditors and 


Committees heretofore chosen. The motion was seconded by Jim Strout and voted on in the 
affirmative. 


Article 20 : To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Polly Rand moved that the Fence Viewers be as follows: Alan Penfold, Kay Kibbie, Leo Maslan 
and Fred Sullivan. The motion was seconded by Prue Dennis and voted on in the affirmative. 


Helen Lovell moved that the Surveyors of Wood, Bark & Lumber be as follows: Reyer Jaarsma, 
James Neil, Robin Waterman, Fred Weld and Leo Maslan. Sally Wellborn nominated Dillon 
and Gwen Gallagher. The motions were seconded by Polly Rand and voted on in the 
affirmative. 


Ruth Rollins moved that the following be appointed as Hog Reeves: William Polland and Sandy 
Redlands, Brenda and David Champney and Mike and Holly Gonzales. The motion was 
seconded by Bill Caterino and voted on in the affirmative. 


Henry Homeyer questioned when our 911 addresses would be complete. Larry Dingee explained 
that according to State officials Cornish was now close to the top of list for completion. 


Gar Hier presented the Cornish Conservation Commission award to Paul and Joan Queneau for 
their 40 years of dedicated land management. The award was a framed picture of a tree design 
which was created by Suzanne Lupien. That design is now the Conservation Commission’s 
logo. Gar also extended thanks to Auggie Dworak for his outstanding wildlife carvings that have 
been handed out for ten years. Fred and Shirley Sullivan were also recognized for their generous 
financial contributions that helped defray the cost of the awards. 
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Chuck Sullivan thanked Moderator Burling and the Selectmen for doing a good job and then 
made a motion to adjourn the business portion of the meeting. The motion was seconded by 
Ruth Rollins and voted on in the affirmative at 3:50 pm.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Cornish as 
of and for the year ended December 31, 1999 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating 
the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for 
our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Cornish has not maintained historical cost records of -its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Cornish as of December 31, 1999, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements 
of the Town of Cornish taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements 
listed as schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
not a required part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Cornish. Such 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the 


general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Cornish for the year ended December 31, 1999, 
we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 
on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability 
to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management 
in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure 
would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also 
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no material 
weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other 
considerations coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with administrative 
or recordkeeping practices. In these instances, we made specific recommendations or provided 
instruction to applicable individuals during the course of our audit fieldwork. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 


administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of 
public record.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each 
town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire 
suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was 
below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection 
patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly 
and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. 
Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious concern for both 
landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the 
Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and 
woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden 
or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the 
timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217, or for general 
information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us . 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. 
This early detection system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. 
These factors are critical in controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please contact your local fire department 
BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete’or wire 
mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

The NH Department of 
Safety is in the process of upgrading their antiquated radio system and the 
department will be able to link into the radio system with the laptop and the 
officer will be able to run their own license information from the cruiser. 


The officers would like to take this opportunity to thank the other Town De- 
partments for the assistance provided during calls over the last year. A thanks 
also goes out to other area departments for the assistance, backup and infor- 
mation given over the last year. Also Keith Jones and Tom Spaulding Jr., for 
the use of their 4 wheelers during the Cornish Fair. 


Just a thought for the future, the Police Department is currently housed in a 
small area within the townhall, which they use for an office and evidence col- 
lection area. The cruiser is parked in a bay at Cornish Fire Station 1. It would 
be nice, in the future, if the Police Department were able to get their own 
building or an addition be put on an existing building so we can have more 
office space and also be able to house the cruiser and not take up somebody 
else's space.

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CORNISH CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2000 


This past year has provided a full fare for the Commission. With the Town Forest well estab- 
lished and under the watchful eye of the Forest Committee, the Commission has concentrated on 
the basics. We have spent considerable time updating our baseline data information for the ease- 
ment properties we are responsible for monitoring. We have updated our files with better maps, 
photographs and onsite inspection data. We have concentrated on the White Swan Farm, the 
Meyette property and the Barker property. 


With the help of DES, we designed the Town’s only public drinking well, located on the 
Fairgrounds, as a protected area. The number of people who use the well per day is about 300; 
the water used per day is about 7,500 gallons, and with those figures a radius area of 150 feet has 
been designated as protected. The commission has also had three signs placed in the area to 
remind us of this fragile resource. 


The Commission awarded the CCC award this year to Paul and Joan Queneau, for their outstand- 
ing conservation work on their farm. We have also spent $150 from the Barker fund, for a perma- 
nent award logo, thanks to local artist Suzanne Lupien. 


This year again was a success for Green-Up Week as well as the Connecticut River Fest. The 
Commission also purchased 1,000 boundary markers, with a handsome conservation logo, to 
more permanently mark easement properties and Town conservation properties, such as the 
CREA property and the Town Forest. These markers will save the Commission considerable time 
each year with walking easement property lines. 


For the first time, the State has two grant programs in place to help preserve and restore historic 
buildings and barns. The CREA Barn Committee has maintained constant contact with two of the 
agencies involved, the Division of Historical Resources and the Preservation Alliance. This is a 
hopeful step toward the Barn Committee’s goal of restoring the red barn on South Parsonage 
Road for use by townspeople and school children. 
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SUPERVISOR OF CHECKLIST 
2000 REPORT 


The Supervisors of the Checklist were busy with numerous required meetings, 
to make corrections and additions to the voter list in the year 2000. 


Elections included the Presidential Primary in February, the School District 
and Town Meeting in March. The State Primary Election in September and 
the State General Election in November. An election that found Presidential 
Candidate controversy for many weeks. 


As the year progressed we registered 160 new people, 75 registered voters 
changed their party and several people had name or address changes made. 
Also numerous names were deleted, due to residents moving. 


At the Nov. 11th General Election alone there were 57 new registrants which 
made for a very busy day. 


As we learned of residents who had left the community during the year, letters 
were mailed to inform them their names would be deleted from our lists, which 
is another requirement by law. Also as new people registered, cards were mailed 
to other communities to allow their names to be deleted in communities they 
had lived prior to moving to Cornish. 


Checklists were posted as required and notices of upcoming meetings were 
posted prior to all meetings. Card files used by the selectmen were updated. 
Lists were updated and sent by floppy disk to the General Court for use in 
choosing jurors. 


Much time was spent following each meeting of the supervisors to coordinate 
all information to be put into the computer. Due to the large number of changes 
for each election several printings of the voter list had to be done, which re- 
quired hours of proof reading. 


The year 2001 will also be another busy year for supervisors. Beginning April 
2nd, through August 1, 2001, a 10-year verification process will be carried out. 
Residents who have not voted recently will either have to re-register or be 
notified their names will be taken off the voter lists. 


Meetings will be posted for this purpose. Any person who has not voted in 
recent elections should re-register either with the Cornish Town Clerk during 
her regular hours or attend those supervisor meetings.

TOWN FOREST MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 
2000 REPORT 


Slowly but surely work is proceeding in and on the town forest. 


One of the grants applied for in January of 2000 was approved. This grant will 
provide up to $6,340.00 for a number of projects aimed at increasing the acces- 
sibility of the property to residents. These projects include cutting and mark- 
ing trails with signs and paint blazes, making and printing maps, cleaning up 
the logging roads so they can be maintained and improving the southern ac- 
cess via Root Hill Road enough so that there is automobile access to the town 
forest. 


The grant requires $1,865.00 of matching funds from Cornish, which will be 
provided by volunteer labor, material donations and donations of a portion of 
their services by our contractors Richard Thompson (signs) and Reyer Jaarsma 
(logging road cleanup). No cash will be required for the match.

Hitchcock, Mike and Linda Fuerst, Doug and Emily Miller, Susie Linsey, Dale 
O'Connor, Jim Fitch, Gar Hier, Gwyn and Bill Gallagher, Roger Stone and 
some others I must have forgotten. 


Work accomplished so far includes releasing of apple trees for wildlife habitat 
and extensive work on the trail system. There is now a trail, blazed in red 
paint, which runs from the parking spot on Tandy Brook Road (constructed by 
the Highway Department) to Root Hill Road via the lookout. The paint blazes 
continue along Root Hill Road to the southwest corner of the forest, where we 
hope to have seasonal automobile access as previously described. In December 
the town of Claremont authorized work on the Claremont end of Root Hill 
Road, and just before the end of the year, John Macnarmara repaired the washed 
out culvert in that area. Additional work is needed on the Cornish side of the 
town line to allow automobile access, but this will be done when warm, dry 
weather returns. 


The management plan is a work in progress. We are currently collecting input 
from forestry professionals, and when a draft of the plan is complete we pro- 
pose holding specific publicized meetings for review by members of the com- 
munity. As previously discussed, there cannot and will not be any logging until 
the management plan is approved by the town and the Society for Protection of 
NH Forests, if then. The management committee's blueprint at this point stresses 
multiple use with emphasis on preservation of wildlife and plant habitats, 
healthy biodiversity, aesthetics and recreational access. Although we feel that 
sustainable timber harvesting should not be ruled out in several portions of 
the forest, we consider it a more minor use of the property. Also should any 
logging eventually be carried out, it is our intent that it should be carried out 
in the most exemplary fashion possible, with meticulous attention to maintain- 
ing the health and appearance of the environment.

2000 Report To The Town 


The most significant matter to be reported to the town is the progress of 
our ongoing capital campaign to refurbish the former Selectmen's Office on 
School Street. We launched it in June with letters to the community and an 
Open House on June 25. As of January of 2001 we have raised $20,000 in cash. 
Our Restoration Fund goal of $40,000 is in sight, but the $10,000 more for the 
Endowment Fund still has along way to go. Nevertheless, it is gratifying to 
us to know how many townspeople believe this is a worthwhile project and 
have demonstrated their belief with generous contributions at all levels. It is 
the breadth of this support that is truly heartening. We are also grateful to 
the town's Spirit Committee for their donation of $1000. We look forward to 
its volunteers helping us out later in the fall of 2001. Help, too, has come 
from people outside the town and institutions such as the Mascoma Savings 
Bank and the James Tasker Covered Bridges Fund. We continue to seek 
foundation funding and will keep the town informed about our future 
fundraising activities. 

In addition to planning for the future, we are also holding our regular 
meetings on the second Monday of April, May, June, September, and October. 
Our April meeting focused on two men currently at work on a history of the 
Fifth New Hampshire Volunteer Regiment. Mark Travis and his co-author 
are gathering information to add a more human touch to the regimental 
histories of New Hampshire's participation in the Civil War. The May 
meeting, sponsored by the New Hampshire Humanities Council, centered on 
a topic that many people probably have not often considered: "Why Does 
New Hampshire Exist?” Professor Jere Daniell of Dartmouth College 
examined this intriguing question with maps and a lively discussion. In June 
Henry Homeyer walked members and guests through the gardens at the 
Saint-Gaudens National Historic Site, describing what was on view and 
answering numerous questions. And Henry is very involved in our plans 
for the year 2001. 

The two meetings in the fall of the year took up some of the less 
familiar aspects of the Cornish Colony. The September meeting centered on a 
videotape that recreated the presentation on 22 June 1905 of A Masque of 
“Ours”: The Gods and the Golden Bowl, which commemorated the twentieth 
anniversary of Augustus and Augusta Saint-Gaudens's presence in Cornish. 
We had an opportunity to see just what a "masque" really was and to watch a 
few friends and neighbors, fifteen years younger, participating in this made- 
for TV venture. The October meeting, on the other hand, helped us 
understand how Saint-Gaudens came here in the first place. John Dryfhout 
gave an illustrated talk about Charles C. Beaman and Blow-Me-Down Farm. It 
was Beaman who persuaded Saint-Gaudens to come to a place where there 
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were "plenty of Lincoln-shaped men" so that he could complete the statue 
Abraham Lincoln: The Man, also known as The Standing Lincoln, now in 
Chicago's Lincoln Park. 

In addition to our regular meetings--April's about farming in Cornish, 
then and now, a discussion led by Fred and Shirley Sullivan and May's about 
the photographs resurrected from the glass slides of Ernest Harold Baynes, the 
naturalist at Corbin Park at the beginning of the twentieth century (remember 
the picture of the team of buffaloes he harnessed and proudly drove?)--what 
we have to look forward to this year is a tour of gardens and historic areas in 
Cornish on Saturday, June 23. Henry Homeyer is working closely with the 
Society's Board to help us with his garden expertise and to make this tour a 
success. We will be asking for community volunteers to help us guide the 
visitors, many of whom will be from the Boston area as well as the Upper 
Valley, through our beautiful and interesting town. 

Our meetings are always open to anyone who would like to attend. 
Furthermore, the Society welcomes new members who share our interest in 
the town's past.

served fourth Tuesday of the month for all interested Cornish residents over 60 
years at the Masons’ Hall, Cornish Flat, cost $2.50. 


Our lunches have been a success since we started in February 2000. The food 
(predominantly local in origin) has been well received and attendance has 
been consistent and good, nearly filling the hall to capacity on occasion and 
compelling us to consider developing a contingency plan should the moment 
arise. It hasn’t quite, and we haven’t quite. 


All told, we have served 320 meals over the course of the year. Thanks to the 
generosity of the Masons, we have free use of the hall including heat and use 
of tableware. We are also indebted to the important financial contributions of 
the Millar Fund and the donations of some Cornish residents for which we are 
very grateful, with the happy result that we have been able to keep the price 
of a meal at $2.50! Less than you would pay for a sandwich nowadays! 


The intent of these dinners is to provide a delicious hot meal, on real plates, 
focusing on traditional New England fare and using local ingredients in 
season whenever possible. This has proven to be very satisfying to our 
patrons and each month’s meal is looked forward to with anticipation; it is also 
a rare opportunity to visit with friends in a familiar setting. As the Masons’ 
Hall used to be the Cornish Flat School, the noon meal has coincidentally 
brought former teachers together with former students under the same roof! 
We have been treated to some excellent photos and stories of yesteryear too, 
which has been delightful. 


The kitchen crew and the cook agree: we are the lucky ones, and we would like 
to thank all of you who come to share a meal, and encourage those of you who 
haven’t yet come to give it a try! If transportation is a problem perhaps we 
can help - call Connie at 542-7107 or Janice & Suzanne at 542-8635.

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Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District (SCRRDD) 
2000 Report 


Cornish and other Sullivan County towns have begun planning for increased waste reduction and 
recycling after our contract with the Wheelabrator incinerator ends in 2007. Cornish Selectmen 
and the Recycling Committee are being assisted in the work by two highly-qualified Cornish 
residents: Pat Pinkson-Burke, whose part time work for the Town as a state-certified solid waste 
and recycling technician is funded by the U.S. Department of Agriculture, and Tim Schad, our 
alternate representative to the SCRRD, who has professional waste management experience and 
expertise in large scale composting. 


The controversial Newport ash landfill is closed. As a result, ash from the Wheelabrator 
Claremont incinerator is being hauled 140 miles to a dump in Massachusetts. In 2000, Cornish 
residents’ contribution to the incinerator totaled 500 tons of trash, which produced 165 tons of 
ash. 


A growing number of local citizens, SCRRDD representatives, state legislators and regulators, 
and federal officials are expressing concern about air pollution from trash incinerators. Efforts 
by Wheelabrator to force our local towns to pay for a $2,000,000 smokestack retrofit appear to 
have failed as of this writing. The Connecticut Valley Electric Company (CVEC) has taken 
Wheelabrator before the N.H. Public Utilities Commission, claiming that the corporation owes 
the utility $6,000,000. CVEC says it will refund the money to its customers if it is successful. 


The Governor's Task Force on Solid Waste, on which I have served for the past year, has 
published a report which is, I think, a useful first step toward a sound New Hampshire waste 
management policy.

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ANNUAL REPORT 2000 
CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS 


This year the Connecticut River Joint Commissions have looked at a number of river-related 
issues that could affect the Town of Comish, issues as wide-ranging as toxins in fish tissue to 
telecommunications towers in the sky. Appointed by the legislatures of New Hampshire and Vermont to 
guide growth and development in the watershed of the Connecticut River, the CRJC are advisory and have 
no regulatory powers, preferring instead to ensure greater public involvement in decisions that affect the 
river and its valley. 

Following up on the widespread public concern surrounding riverbank erosion, we have devised a 
way to prioritize erosion sites for restoration and cqnvened a technical team to evaluate the top sites 
identified by the county conservation districts on the Connecticut River mainstem. We are preparing to 
seek funding to restore several of the top priority sites next summer. 

This year we created a set of informational fact sheets to help landowners and communities learn 
more about riparian buffers, the stream side vegetation which is so important to protect against bank 
erosion and punfy stream water. Copies are being distributed to all towns in the watershed. This matenal 
and more is free and also available on our web site: www.crjc.org. 

We continue to work to bring the attention of federal and state agencies to the Connecticut River 
Corridor Management Plan, to give local people new influence in the decisions of their government when 
it comes to their river. For example, our local subcommittees called for better information on the possible 
toxicity of fish tissue, which led this summer to an investigation of the river’s fish by all four Connecticut 
River states, the first such river-long study in the country. We encourage towns to look at adopting the 
River Plan into their town’s master plan. 

Each of our five local river subcommittees is an active voice for river issues in its region. We also 
keep in touch through our newsletter, River Valley News. 

The CRJC support efforts to safeguard natural and historic assets of the valley, and are working 
with valley businesses and the states of NH & VT to strengthen the local base for tourism through visitor 
centers in “waypoint communities” along the Connecticut River Scenic Byway. We are providing staff and 
coordination for the Byway effort. 

In order to help represent the interests of valley communities in the Fifteen Mile Falls 
negotiations, we have been an active participant and stakeholder for the last five years, and are advising 
the states on river flow issues. 

With the support of the four Senators from NH and VT, we are working hard to reinstate our 
Partnership Program, which for eight years provided funds for locally inspired projects throughout the 
watershed. . 

Our monthly meetings focus public attention on a wide range of topics. Meeting topics in 2000 
included mercury and pollution by other heavy metals, new opportunities for rail in the river valley, 
boating issues, telecommunications towers, and a possible new Conservation Reserve Enhancement 
Program for Connecticut River Valley farmers. We welcome the public to our meetings, held on the last 
Monday of each month in various locations around the river valley.

ANNUAL REPORT - 2000 


This year, the Subcommittee continued to provide information, advice and 
assistance to the states, towns, and to local landowners on a number of projects on or near 
the river, including transportation and riverbank stabilization work. We also advised the 
states of NH & VT, the Environmental Protection Agency, and CRJC on a study of the 
health of river sediments, and suggested water quality monitoring sites to the State of 
Vermont. We have urged both states to develop a coordinated approach to monitoring the 
quality of the river and its tributaries. 

The Subcommittee also advised the Connecticut River Joint Commissions on the 
contents of new riparian buffer fact sheets for landowners and towns. This free 
information is useful for anyone whose property lies on water, from a smal! brook to the 
Connecticut River itself. It is now available from subcommittee members, conservation 
district, Cooperative Extension, and the town library. Retaining natural vegetation along 
the shoreline is the most effective way property owners can help protect both their 
riverbanks and water quality. 

We have supported the City of Claremont in pursuing a grant for water quality 
monitoring of the Sugar River, and have met with the Southem Windsor County Regional 
Planning Commission about the new water quality plan for the Black, Mill, and Williams 
Rivers area. We have kept CRJC informed of recreation problems in the area and are 
encouraging the states to address the problem of invasive exotic species such as purple 
loosestrife and Eurasian milfoil. 

Towns in our region are reviewing the many tools and recommendations we have 
provided in the Connecticut River Corridor Management Plan. Several communities are 
actively moving to incorporate them as they update their existing town plans and revise 
their zoning ordinances, particularly in the area of shoreland protection. 

The public is welcome to participate in our meetings, at the Windsor House on 
the second Tuesday evening of every other month. Citizens interested in representing the 
Town are encouraged to contact the Selectmen. More information, including a calendar, 
advice on bank erosion and obtaining permits for work in or near the river, and a 
summary of the Connecticut River Corridor Management Plan, is on the web at 
www.crjc.org/localaction.htm.

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) respectfully requests 
$1,593 for the Town's year 2001 membership dues. Despite the continuing inflationary pressures 
associated with running our office and maintaining a knowledgeable and experienced staff, our 
request for member dues remains unchanged from the last two years. Our dues for New 
Hampshire communities are calculated using a rate of 96 cents per capita. In future years, we will 
be using the 2000 Census figures, but for the upcoming year the calculation will be based on the 
Town’s 1990 population of 1,659. 


The UVLSRPC is a nonprofit voluntary association of 27 communities in New Hampshire and 3 
in Vermont, and has been serving the region since 1963. The principal focus of the Commission’s 
efforts is with the development of comprehensive plans for beneficial and balanced economic 
development, environmental protection, and social growth in the region. We function as a 
research, resource, and informational agency and, when appropriate, we work to obtain Federal, 
State, and other approvals, grants-in-aid, loans and similar assistance for individual member towns 
and for the region. The Commission provides technical assistance to member communities in the 
areas of planning (land use, transportation, water quality, etc.), mapping, community 
development, grantsmanship and grant administration. In addition, regional studies and projects 
are undertaken to the benefit of more than one community. Examples of these include the 
Regional Transportation Plan, the household hazardous waste collections, and ongoing water 
resource protection planning activities in the Mascoma River, Sugar River, Lake Sunapee, and 
Cold River watersheds. All NH communities were offered guidance with a program for lowering 
flood insurance premiums for property owners, and assistance compiling information on proposed 
conservation projects in preparation for application to the new Land and Community Heritage 
Investment Program.

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In the past year, services such as our Planning Board training series and library, which features 
maps, planning resources and US Census data, were utilized by a large number of the region's 
residents, local officials, board members, citizen groups, prospective businesses, and nonprofit 
organizations. As a foundation for the region's community and economic development activities, 
we began work this year on building a computerized database containing locations and other key 
information on major employers, childcare providers, and assisted housing, as well as general 
demographic information for each community.

Provided examples of community surveys for beginning master plan update. 
Developed proposed work plan for updating Master Plan for review by town boards. 


Updated maps of Connecticut River boat launch sites for CRJC's boater education project 
and assistance with enforcement of boating laws. 


Reviewed and provided comment on draft riparian buffer bulletin developed by CRJC for 
local board members in Connecticut River communities. 


Provided information to consultant on available GIS base data for mapping Connecticut

We at Sullivan County Hospice are requesting $250 from the Town of Cornish. 


Sullivan County Hospice has been in existence since 1984. We are a volunteer agency, 
governed by a 12 member Board of Directors, all of whom reside in Sullivan County. 


Our mission is to provide practical and emotional support to terminally ill patients and 
their families within Sullivan County. The majority of the individuals we serve are home 
hospice patients, who have decided to remain at home under the care of their families. It 
is in this setting that we provide most of our services. However, we have the flexibility 
to follow and serve our patients and their families in a hospital or nursing home setting, 
as well. Our volunteers are fully trained in areas such as death and dying, the grieving 
process, active listening and universal precautions. A few of the ways our volunteers 
provide practical support include respite for caregivers, running errands and light meal 
preparation. Our volunteers also provide emotional support to both the patient and their 
family, by being available to listen and offer reassurance and encouragement. 


Our referrals come from doctors, nurses, visiting nurse associations, discharge planners, 
as well as from family members or patients themselves. Our only requirements for 
service are that the patient be terminally ill and that they reside in Sullivan County. We 
accept all referrals on that basis and there is never a charge for our service. 


In addition to providing volunteer services, Sullivan County Hospice offers a 
bereavement support group. This group is scheduled for six sessions a year, each lasting 
a period of five weeks. These groups are open to anyone working through the grieving 
process. 


We thank you in advance for your consideration. We hope that you will continue to 


support our work with your financial contribution, as we continue in our efforts to 
support the terminally ill and their families in Sullivan County.

Community Youth Advocates is appreciative of the ongoing support we receive from the 
Town of Cornish. We count amongst our Diversion Team several Cornish residents and 
are pleased to have the community represented by such dedicated volunteers. 


We have served two Cornish youth through the Sullivan County Youth Court Diversion 
program. We have worked with four other Cornish families on a variety of adolescent 
issues and concerns. Through our Resource Center we were able to make appropriate 
and timely referrals and offer information and assistance. We are fortunate to have 
access to a wealth of materials, procured from national clearinghouses and other sources 
for adolescents and their families. 


We continue to offer the Computer Tech Mentoring program to youth referred to us 
through Diversion, Work Opportunities or the court system. This program offers youth 
an opportunity to build, from computer systems donated by local businesses, their own 
system. At the completion of the program they are able to take home a computer that is 
internet ready with a working printer. This program is not only an excellent mentoring 
opportunity for youth, but also instills a curiosity of technology and can put a 

participant on a more level playing field academically. 


We place youth in various non-profit service organizations throughout Sullivan County 
performing community service. Based on the evaluations we receive from site 
supervisors, these youth are very much appreciated and do an excellent job. Many stay 
after their court ordered hours are completed because of the sense of worth and 
accomplishment they feel in helping others. 


I plan to meet personally with Cornish Police Chief Barry Bodkins in hopes of receiving 
referrals of youth for our Diversion program, and to ask that our number be advertised so 
we can be a resource for even a greater number of Cornish adolescents and their families. 


I would like to respectfully request that Cornish allocate $2,500 for Community Youth 
Advocates for Fiscal Year 2001.

Program Study Committee 

The School Board charged the new Program Study Committee to 

1) review the status of the Cornish School’s existing programs with 
regards to staffing levels, facility, and need; 2) investigate the status 
of such programs locally (expanded Upper Valley), state-wide, and 
regionally; 3) identify programs, currently not offered in the Cornish 
School, that could/should become a part of the regular program as 
well as programs which may no longer be needed, and present 
information and recommendations to the School Board, and 4) draft 
a report and present the committee’s findings, recommendations, and 
priorities to the School Board by October, 2001. 


Toward that end, the Program Study Committee has been meeting 
monthly, and is currently reviewing New Hampshire school district 
demographic data to identify those school districts most like our own 
for comparison. Currently comprised of school board members, 
teachers (both in Cornish and elsewhere), and only one community 
member, the committee would be strengthened by the inclusion of 
more Cornish residents from a variety of backgrounds. If you are 
interested in what comprises the academic program at the Cornish 
School, please consider joining us the first Thursday of each month 
at 6:30 P.M. in the school library. You may wish to contact the 
principal, Mr. Scott Kalter, 675-5891, or Terrie Scott, 542-2945, to 
confirm the meeting date and time. 


National Shortage of Qualified Teachers 

Terrie Scott has been active in the New Hampshire State Board of 
Education investigation into the causes and effects of an impending 
national and state shortage of quality educators. In February 2000 
an initial task force sent a report to the Professional Standards 
Board, which in turn reported to the Board of Education. Armed 
with this report, the Board of Education pulled together a wide range 
of educators, administrators, and school board members at a 
conference in October to more deeply delve into the issues. She has 
now been assigned to a subcommittee which will meet four times 
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this winter and spring to study the particular area of recruitment and 
retention of quality educators. Other subcommittees will study 
certification, public perception, and other related issues. 


Prior to attending the October conference, Mrs. Scott hosted a 
community gathering in the school library to gain a better 
understanding of local concerns. She invites the community to keep 
this discussion going by contacting her or perhaps by writing articles 
for the school board web site (below). We cannot hope to provide a 
quality education for our children without a staff such as ours of 
high quality, dedicated teachers. However, some of our teachers will 
be retiring in the next few years, and we must be prepared at the 
local and state levels to produce and attract new teachers. 


Which leads us to... Teacher Compensation 

At the time of this writing, Board and teacher representatives have 
been meeting weekly to produce an agreement for the next two to 
three years. At the heart of the discussion has been the raising of the 
base pay for incoming teachers to make sure we can attract the best, 
and developing a system that pays teachers of the same experience 
and same advanced education the same salary.

School Administrative Unit 6 


This is my first report to you as your Assistant Superintendent. I have 
enjoyed getting to know the community and School District from this new 
perspective. 


I hope that the community will support the proposed budget amount of 
$7,500 for consulting services next year. Over the past few years, the 
School Board and voters have been presented with various proposals, 
dealing with facilities and program. 


A. As a result of one of these proposals, a dedicated group of 
Cornish residents was successful in obtaining a three year 
Foreign Language Assistance Program grant, bringing over 
$265,000 in federal funds into the Cornish School District in 
support of the school’s French program. Continuation of the 
French program and in what form must be considered next 


year. 
B. This year, voters are being asked to consider funding the 
beginnings of an instrumental music program. 
oC Several years ago, voters approved the rental of a portable 


classroom, which this year voters are being asked to approve 
retaining for at least one more year. 

D. During this budget setting process, the School Board was asked 
to consider certain parking area changes along the front 
entrance way. Although this proposal was deferred, at some 
point it is worthy of consideration. However, questions 
concerning drainage, effect on adjacent trees, and cost, to name 
only some, must be considered. 


tC The requests for program changes are being considered without 
a corresponding change in the length of the instructional day. 
Ee Lastly, the school’s population is declining. 


My reason for stating these matters for you is to point out the many 
and varied considerations that face your School Board and administration. 
It is because of these matters that the School Board and I feel the pressing 
need to start the process of strategic planning so that the individual 
requests can be evaluated within a longer-term plan. Space, program 
offerings, length of day, and student population are the big issues that we 
hope to start to address. Can we tell you that $7,500 will get the answers 
to all of these questions? No. We felt the need in this budget cycle to 
recognize the projected tax rate increase and so have estimated 
conservatively. Is it important to at least get started? Yes. We hope you 
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will thoughtfully consider our proposal and would urge you to vote in 
favor of starting this planning process. 


The town of Cornish is truly blessed in having a number of dedicated 
volunteers who daily give of their time and talents. Since I have been 
associated with SAU 6 and the Cornish School District, I have witnessed 
every year the number of times townspeople have come forward to give of 
themselves for a worthy cause. That is part of the beauty of ne in New 
Hampshire. On behalf of SAU 6, I thank you. 


As part of this report, you will see a letter from your School Board to 
Senator Robert Smith regarding the lack of promised federal funding for 
special education costs. As a result of this letter, and a similar one from 
the town of Unity, a representative from Senator Smith’s New Hampshire 
office has called me and will be working to set up a meeting with Senator 
Smith for interested area school board members. There are no details yet, 
but hopefully this meeting can be held so that members of our federal 
delegation can hear directly, face to face, from school board members 
regarding this funding matter. 


Thank you for the opportunity to serve you as your Assistant 
Superintendent. I look forward to many years of working with you in the 
interests of your children.

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
2001 

Over the last few years, the most commonly asked questions by 
community members cover the areas of curriculum, state testing and special 
education. This year, I would like to give a brief overview of each. 

CURRICULUM SUMMARIES 

As noted last year, the school has created curriculum summaries to 
help parents and community members better understand the skills being 
taught at each grade level. These summaries include subject area content for 
language arts, math, social studies, science, French, art, physical education 
and music. Each curriculum area has been carefully aligned with the New 
Hampshire State Frameworks. Each summary also includes a section on 
child development. 

If you would like to have a particular grade's summary, please call 
the school or stop in. We are proud of these summaries and hope they will 
help provide important information about your school's curriculum. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE STATE TESTING 

Many of you have heard about the state testing programs for all 
schools in New Hampshire. Here are the basics: 

e With few exceptions, all students in grades three, six and ten take 

these tests. 

e Third grade students are tested in the areas of math and English 
language arts. Sixth and tenth grade students are tested in English 
language arts, mathematics, science, and social studies. 

e As part of the language arts test, students are asked to complete a 
writing assignment. 

e Individual student results are reported to teachers and parents. 
School and state results are made available to the general public. 

e The primary purpose of these tests is to help schools develop 
educational improvement plans to meet the standards outlined in 
the New Hampshire Curriculum Frameworks. The frameworks are 
challenging curriculum outlines defined for these grades. 

The analysis of our school's results provides critical information to 
help improve the educational programs and instruction throughout the 
Cornish School. 

This year, the State of New Hampshire has developed a web-site that 
any parent or community member with Internet access may visit. This site 
provides a wealth of information about all school districts in New 
Hampshire. The state calls these School Profiles. The following address 
will get you access to this information:

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SPECIAL EDUCATION 

Special education programs, as defined by federal law, represent 
one of the most significant changes in the public school domain over the 
last twenty years. Our school budget reflects these changes and has grown 
dramatically over the last decade in particular. Below is a brief overview 
of special education. 

The goals of special education services are: 

- to provide special education and related services to educationally 

handicapped students 

- to effectively instruct and assist students who have educational 

disabilities 

- to ensure compliance with federal and state regulations 

An educationally handicapped student is defined as any person 
three years of age or older but less than twenty-one years of age who has 
been identified and evaluated by a school district according to the 
provisions of New Hampshire Standards for the Education of 
Handicapped Students. Such a student must be determined to have an 
educationally handicapping condition requiring special education and 
educationally related services. There are over a dozen conditions covering 
areas such as specific learning disabilities, autism, emotional handicaps 
and speech, hearing, and vision difficulties. 

The process of identification and evaluation of a student begins 
with a referral that may be made by anyone who 1s associated with and 
responsible for the welfare of a child. Upon receipt of the referral, a 
multi-disciplinary team approach is used to determine the eligibility of that 
student for services and to make an appropriate educational placement. 

Cornish Special Education staff includes three special educators, a 
part-time speech therapist, two full-time paraprofessionals, three child- 
specific paraprofessionals, and a part-time Certified Occupational Therapy 
Assistant. Other certified professionals, including a school psychologist, 
are contracted with as necessary. 

Once again, I find myself out of space with so much more to 
report. Our weekly newsletter provides the best source of up-to-date news 
about your school. I encourage you to read it. Also, please refer to this 
year's report of the Cornish School Board for information regarding a 
significant school board initiative, the Program Study Committee. 

I thank the Cornish community for allowing me the privilege of 
working with its most precious resource, its children.

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BUILDING MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 
2001 


As part of this year's report, the Building Maintenance Committee would 
like to note the remarkable progress made over the past six years towards 
fulfilling its charge of "overseeing the timely maintenance of the school's 
building and grounds to ensure the health and safety of all occupants 
through the most efficient use of taxpayer funds." 


Every major system of the school has received significant attention. The 
lighting system, with the help of a federal grant, was completely renovated 
in 1996. The heating and ventilation systems were renovated in 1997. 
The school district will be retiring that loan this summer. Fire safety 
recommendations from the state have been addressed with ceiling tile 
replacements, exit window additions and fire alarm upgrades. The school 
has resolved the majority of its roof ice problems through the addition of 
insulation, vapor barriers and proper ventilation of the attic areas. The 
electrical and plumbing systems have received consistent attention and 
function well. The majority of the building exterior was painted and 
stained two years ago. We have addressed the day-to-day cleaning needs 
and can now be proud of our cleanliness record. 


This past year we completed the walk-in cooler and freezer project, 
blacktopped the playground, replaced the road bed and surface next to the 
gym, renovated two of six bathrooms, painted significant parts of the 
school and removed sixteen trees deemed to be a safety hazard on the west 
side of the school. 


This coming year we hope to renovate two more bathrooms, re-work the 
main entrance parking area for the school just off Townhouse Road, 
replace the siding on the west side of the school and clean and paint the 
upper portion of the gymnasium. 


The Cornish School could not have accomplished such a strong 
maintenance record without the effort of numerous parent and community 
volunteers providing expertise, guidance and time. Of course, none of this 
would have been possible without the generosity and support of the 
Cornish taxpayers. We thank you all!

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
CORNISH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
March 11, 2000 


The annual meeting of the School District of the Town of Cornish, 
N.H., was held on March 11, 2000, at the Cornish Elementary School. 
Leland Atwood, Robin Monette, and Ruth Rollins were sworn in as 
Supervisors of the Checklist by School District Clerk Kathryn Patterson 
who also swore in Lois Fitts, Mike Monette, Sandra Redlands, and Kim 
Patterson as Ballot Inspectors. Moderator George Edson swore in Kathryn 
Patterson as Assistant Moderator. 

Assistant Moderator Patterson opened the meeting at 10:00 a.m. 
After declaring a quorum present, she opened the polls for voting on 
Article I by paper ballot. 

Moderator Edson called the business meeting to order at 1:05 p.m. 
with a Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 

Former Cornish Elementary School student Matt Wood was 
presented with the 5"" Annual Outstanding Young Citizen Award by Ray 
Evans. Matt, an honor roll student, is a senior at Windsor High School 
and plans to attend Lyndon State College where he will pursue a degree in 
broadcast design and production. 

Terrie Scott presented outgoing School Board Chairman Ray 
Evans with an Above and Beyond Award on behalf of the Cornish School 
District as recognition of the integrity, courage, grace, sense of humor, and 
wisdom he has shown through his 12 years of service on the school board. 
He will be greatly missed. 


Article I: (Election of Officers) 
There were 237 ballots cast. 

SCHOOL BOARD - Brent Edgerton was elected to a three-year term 
with 187 votes. Sandra Gee was elected to a three-year term with 
164 votes. Richard Read, Jr. received 31 votes, and Jim Strout 
received 68 votes. 

MODERATOR - George Edson was elected to a one-year term with 224 
votes. 

TREASURER - Brenda Jordan was elected to a one-year term with 228 
votes. 

SCHOOL DISTRICT CLERK - Kathryn Patterson was elected to a 
one-year term with 233 votes. 


Article II: (Hearing of Reports) 
After reading a list of comments relating to the various reports in the 
233" Annual Report, Alan Penfold moved that the reports be accepted with 
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the provision that, in future years, the School Board appoint an editor to 
oversee content, layout, and, to the maximum possible extent, the accuracy 
of the annual school report to the Cornish taxpayers. Said editor is to report 
directly to the School Board. Paul Queneau seconded his motion. 

Principal Scott Kalter requested that the following be added after 
the last sentence of the Principal’s Report on page S8: 

“Of particular note in this regard, a new scholarship fund was 
created this past year through the generosity of Joan and Paul Queneau. 
The purpose of the Joan and Paul Scholarship is ‘To provide a Cornish 
eighth grade graduating student with the resources necessary to have a 
significant summer educational experience.’ 

To be considered for the Scholarship award, a student must meet 
the following criteria: 

1. The student must achieve high academic standing in the 

Cornish School. 

2. The student must display exemplary citizenship and character 
attributes, as exemplified by Abraham Lincoln in his 
Gettysburg Address. 

At the 1999 Cornish School graduation, Josh Monette was 
announced as the first recipient of this prestigious award. His name now 
resides on a plaque prominently displayed in the entrance of the Cornish 
School. 

On behalf of the School, I congratulate Josh Monette and thank Dr. 
and Mrs. Paul Queneau for making this scholarship possible.” 

Jim Jordan asked that the number of ceilings voted on in Article IX 
be changed from 3 to 7 as 7 ceilings, not 3, were repaired as required by 
the State Fire Marshal’s report. 

Barbara Rawson asked that the print in the financial section be 
enlarged as many people could not read it the way it was presented. One 
solution was to return to the landscape layout rather than this year’s 
portrait layout. 

Barbara Rawson moved that the District accept the reports of 
agents, committees, or officers chosen as reported, changed, amended, and 
corrected in the 233” Annual Report. The motion was passed by a voice 
vote after a second by Ted Doyle. 


Article III: (Main Budget) 

Moderator Edson introduced the School Board Members, the 
Supervisory Union personnel in attendance, Principal Scott Kalter, the 
District officers, and the election officials. 

Then Terrie Scott moved that the District raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,637,104 for the support of schools, for the salaries of District 
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officials, agents and employees for payment of statutory obligations, and 
to authorize the applications against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the State equalization and building funds, 
together with other income, the School Board to certify to the Selectmen 
the balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriations, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town. The above amount includes 
$2,481,664 for the general fund, $45,977 for the school lunch fund, and 
$109,463 for the federal projects fund. The motion was seconded by Dan 
Charland. During the section-by-section review of the budget, questions 
were raised and comments made. The issues of main concern were special 
education costs and the fact that they are federally mandated but not 
federally funded, reasons for increased guidance time, SAU #6 costs, and 
the definition of paraprofessionals and what they do. 

Tony Neidecker asked that the District voters sign the petition he 
had drafted, which will be sent to the Presidential candidates, requesting 
that the federal government pay its share of the unfunded mandate. 

Henry Homeyer amended the main motion to increase the 
appropriation by $10,500 for the purposes of blacktop repairs to the 
playground area in front of the school. The motion to amend was 
seconded by Willis Reed and voted in the affirmative on a hand vote: 91 
yes and 71 no. 

The amended main motion, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,647,604 for the support of schools, for the salaries of District 
officials.... was passed by a show of hands. 


Article IV: (Deficit Appropriation) 

The motion was made by Susan Borchert that the District vote to 
raise and appropriate a supplemental appropriation of $18,500 to cover 
additional unanticipated special education costs in the 1999-00 school 
year. The motion was seconded by Alan Penfold. This money is needed 
to pay for the increased costs of providing federally mandated services for 
special education students identified under federal laws. This cost was not 
anticipated when the School Board presented their appropriation request at 
last year’s District Meeting. The motion was passed by a voice vote. 


Article V: (Pipe Replacement) 

Curt Wyman made the motion that the District raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6,200 as the School District’s share of the costs 
for replacing 660 feet of pipe that serves as an outflow from the fire pond 
next to the highway department shed, traveling under the softball field and 
fairgrounds before exiting along North Parsonage Road. After a second 
by Willis Reed and much discussion about whom — the Town, the School 
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District, or the Cornish Fair Association — should pay what share of the 
total cost, the motion was passed by a voice vote. 


Article VI: (Freezer Replacement) 

Curt Wyman made the motion that the District vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25,000 to replace the freezer unit presently in use 
for the school’s food service program. The motion was seconded by Judy 
Rook. The funds will be used to purchase a new unit that will be built on 
site with prefabricated panels. It was passed by voice vote. 


Article VII: (Portable Classroom) 

It was moved by Ray Evans, seconded by Dan Charland, that the 
District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,600 to continue the 
existing lease for the present portable classroom. Discussion centered 
around the lack of adequate space for existing programs which would be 
further impacted if the portable classroom space was not available. It was 
suggested that the School Board look into the costs of completing the 
room next to the current kindergarten space for next year’s District 
meeting. The motion was passed by a voice vote. 


Article VIII: (Other Business) 

Alan Penfold summarized the results of the meeting and noted the 
resultant cost in terms of dollars per student. 

Paul Queneau complimented the school staff and faculty because 
they provided a quality education for Josh Monette who now attends 
Windsor High School. 

Ray Evans stated that more than $3,000 had been donated toward 
the cost of equipping the science room after last summer’s renovations but 
that about $5,000 was still needed. He thanked those who have donated 
funds and reminded everyone that there were still raffle tickets available 
for the gas grill and that donations were still being accepted. 

Jim Borchert thanked Ray Evans on behalf of the District for his 
care and dedication during his years of service as a School Board member. 
He was given a standing round of applause. 

Terrie Scott announced that there was going to be a reception for 
Ray on April 1 in the school library. 

After a motion by David Gee and a second by Dan Charland, the 
meeting was adjourned by a voice vote at 4:20 pm.

We are writing you to support the efforts of other school boards, Unity in 
particular, to get full funding, as promised, for special education expenses. We are 
deeply concerned regarding the failure of the United States government to fully fund 
these costs. As school board members for the town of Cornish, we are presently wrestling 
with a school budget that shows a decrease for all expense categories for operating our 
school. The exception is special education, which will rise $140,268. What’s the result? 
Property tax increases that are simply not fair or sustainable. As you, a former school 
board member, can appreciate, if cuts to the budget need to be made, they invariably 
come from regular programs or maintenance, exactly the areas that need to be 
strengthened not cut. Please help us by getting legislation passed that will fulfill the 
promises made, but not kept, to fund special education at 40%. 

We would be more than happy to meet with you or a representative from your 
office to discuss the Cornish School District, our challenges, and how best you can help 
us in Cornish. Thank you for your time and attention. We look forward to receiving your 
reply and working with us to help resolve this unfair matter.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the School Board 
Cornish School District 
Claremont, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Cornish School District for the year ended June 30, 2000, 
we considered the School District’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our 
auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the general purpose financial 
statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control 
structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the School 
District’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions 
of management in the general purpose financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable 
condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does 
not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be 
material in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a 
timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our 
consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal 
control structure that might constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily 
disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


The following condition was noted that we do not consider to be a material weakness: 

CORNISH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL STUDENT ACTIVITIES FUND 

In previous years, significant additional time was needed to properly audit the student activities accounts 
due to the condition of the books and records. While significant improvements were made this year to 
the account that we had previously audited, it was brought to our attention that at least two other 


accounts are in existence, that were never provided for audit. We continue to recommend the following: 


1. Bank reconciliations should be performed on a monthly basis for each account and compared 
to the cashbook. Any differences should be investigated immediately.

2. The principal should approve all transactions and sign all checks. 

3. Proper invoice documentation should be obtained to support all disbursements. 
Other considerations coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with 
administrative or recordkeeping practices. In these instances, we made specific recommendations or 
provided instruction to applicable individuals during the course of our audit fieldwork. 
This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 


administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of 
public record.
